The principal goals of the 1978 law were: 
1) to achieve the closing of mental hospitals and abolish a system viewed as being based 
on constraint and control; 2) to create decentralized community services for preventing 
mental illness and treating and rehabilitating mental patients; 3) to accord priority to 
voluntary psychiatric treatment over compulsory treatment, and to eliminate the con- 
cept of the dangerousness of mental patients; 4) to promote comprehensive treatment, 
particularly through services outside a hospital framework.
